OCCASIONALLY in these mad days 
of propaganda and woolly thinking 
someone makes a statement thai is so 
sensible it's revolutionary. 

For example. Sydney real estate man 
I,. J. Hooker talked sound commonsense 
when he returned jrom art overseas tour 
recently and said that Australia does not 
need luxury hotels. 

He's right, of course, because in a 
country like Australia with a small popu- 
lation and a comparatively small tourist 
trade there Is little need for the sort of 
hotel which only extremely wealthy 
people can patronise. 

The very term "luxurv hote!'* implies 
that about !>8 per cent, of the people of 
this- country could not afford to stay in 
it. 

What Australia wants, and has needed 
desperately for a long lime, are properly 
designed, comfortable, spotless, reason- 
ably cheap hotels with efficient service. 

They should be hotels where every bed- 
room has its own bath, where every bed 
has its private lamp instead of a fly-blown 
bulb on the ceiling, where the water is 
hut all the time, where the sheets are fresh 
instead of turned over, and where the 
dining-room is not run to a clock but 
for the convenience of guests. 

Tilings like these are ordinary neces- 
sities, but people have, gone without (hem 
for so long in Australia that if they sud- 
denly materialised tomorrow the public 
would indeed regard them as luxuries.

Discovering she was in time 
to enter the competition, she 
came hack the nc.xr day with 
two entries painted in Europe. 

Mr. F. Pmudtoot, of Vic- 
toria, made a special trip by 
train lo deliver hi» entry. 
"1 look ii to a lirm of car- 



riers loo late to have it de- 
livered," he said, "so 1 de- 
cided to bring it up myself. 

"I thought I'd be able to 
stay with my brother, but 
when f went in his house f 
discovered lie was away on 
holidays and the place 
locked up. 

"Bui it turned out all righl, 
1 slept with my painting in a 
shed in the backyard." 

In Svdney a number of local 
painters had a frantic rush to 
complete iheir entries in 
ii me. 

Vladas Mcskenas and Mich- 
ael Kmit worked right through 
one night in Michael's Hat 
finishing their entries. 

Jean de Conneny had only 
two huurs' sleep on the rve 
of the closing day. 

"1 had one entry completed, 
hut wasn't happy with the 
other," sin- said. "I worked 
un it until midnight, had two 
hours' sleep, and then worked 
right through until an hour 
before the deadline. 

Then 1 couldn't find any- 
one id take me in from Palm 
Beach, and raced round Look- 
ing lor a taxi." 
Jean looked exhausted. 
However, the majority of 
painters had friends and rela- 
tives to help them deliver 
entries- 
Kerry Dundas strapped his 
wife's painting on to the top 
of their car. 

Sydney art dealer Rudi 
Komotl, I friend Cif William 
Dobell, made a special trip 
to Wangi. near Newcastle, to 
collect DoheH's two entries, 
a portrait of a buy and a por- 
trait of Helena Rubinstein.

"Everything got in our way 
—just everything," said Wep, 
shakily filling in his entry 
forms. "I didn't think the 
tars in from of us could pos- 
sthlv go as slow as ihcy did." 

Prarticalfy all Lhe late arri- 
vals came into the Gallery 
with wet paintings. Most of

A varying effect can be given 
to a spray by placing papers, 
on which clusters have been 
piped, over a curved edge 
(such as a rolling-pin) to dry.

Latticed Mould: Use mauve 
royal icing to pipe lattice 
lines on a greased mould, such 
as an upturned patty-pan. 
Then pipe a shell pattern 
lound the base. When dry, 
handle carefully because lat- 
tice work is extremclv fragile. 

To Decorate Cake; Neaten 
base of cake by piping a shell 
edging, using a large star rose 
or shell tube. The thickness 
uf edging depends on size of 
cake and board. Attach lat- 
tice mould, flowers, etc, to 
cake in desired design.

ROYAL ICING 

One egg -white, 6 to Sol 
pore icing sugar, 2 drops 
acetic arid or i teaspoon 
Ltcnon juice. 

Beat egg-white slightly with 
a wooden spoon and add sifted 
icing sugar gradually, beating 
well between spoonful!. 
Add hi (lie inn icing sugar to 
desired thickness (mixture 
should stand up in peaks when 
spoon is drawn out). Add 
acetic acid or lemon juice, 
mix io well and cover basin 
with a damp cloth until ready 
for UK. 

Tlic jecret of a smooth, pli- 
able royal icing is the iluw 
addition of icing sugar with 
constant, vigorous benring- 
Allhough electric beaten can 
be used on their lowest speed, 
this mrtbod is not considered 
the best, because too much air 
» incorporated in the icing. 

This causes the mixture, 
while standing, to subside and 
become too soft for most type* 
of piping. The consistency of 
royal icing varies from a soil 
peak for latticing, writing, 
scrolls, etc., and a medium 
peak for shell work and leaves 
to a stiff peak for petals of 
flower". 

FONDANT PASTE 

Two pounds icing sugar, 2, 
egg-wbiies. 1 teaspoon glycer- 
ine, lot solid-type white 
shortening, 4in. grarosr. 

Sift icing sugar into a hnsin. 
reserving i cup. Make n well 
in centre, add egg-whitei. 
cover lightly with icing sugar, 
pour in melted glucose, glycer- 
ine, and melted shortening. 
Mix to a dough and turn on to 
hoard dusted with sifted icing 
sugar. Knead in sufficient ii'irip 
sugar to required consistency 
( similar to soft, short r rust p.u- 



ury) and roll out to size and 
shape required. Keep well cov- 
ered U not ready to use im- 
mediately, because a surface 
forms a dry cuating quickly. 
For colnred fondant, add dabs 
of required color while, 
kneading. 

Here are the directions for 
covering cakes with iciny and 
making the decorations illus- 
trated: 

To Cover Cake: The fon- 
dant-pajle recipe above gives 
sufficient quantity to cover a 
Sin. to H>in. round or square 
cake. Half quantity of the 
mixture is needed for a 7 in. to 
Bin. cake, double quantity for 
a 12in. cake. Allow extra 
quantity fondant for a deep 
cake or if cake lias no under 
covering such as almond or 
coconut paste. 

Trim cake if necessary and 
gblae with egg-while or thin, 
sieved apricot jam. 

Measure depth and breadth 
of cake and mil out fondant to 
size and shape required. Lift 
paste carefully over cake, using 
a rulliog-pin across the centre. 
Smooth top and then sides of 
cake with hands which have 
been dusted with cornflour, 
being careful to ease out any 
pleats or wrinkles, Polish sur- 
face by lightly rulihitig with 
cornflour-covered hands. Trim 
base of rake with a sharp knife 
and set aside 24 hours before 
deeorating. 

Leaves: As the range of 
leaf-shaped tubes is rather 
limited, to give variety a 
greaseproof bag cut lo a 
special shape can be used. 
After •iiiting and shaping the 
cone, cut pointed end to a V- 
shapc as large as required. Put 
small quantity of royal icing 
in bag. Hold the point ol lias 
or tube almost on to paper or 
cake and tqueeze until icing 
"fans" out to she required. 
Cinidualty draw bag away, at 
the same time slowly Ttleasmg 
the hand pressure, then, as 
icing pulls off to a point, lift

friends or passed over the fence as a neighborly swap* 



MOST gardeners enjoy giving ihe 
surplus of their treasures and 
those perennials, shrubs, seeds, and bulbs 
or rhizomes which increase easily make 
appreciated gifts. 

Some even grow special plants such as 
Sajtifraga sarmentosa, sednms, slakesia, mcl- 
tia, uicrembergia., ncpela, mcsenibryanUie- 
niums, hydrangeas, helehonis, gentians, and: 
gazanias in order fo supply church fain and 
charity Dower shows. 

Nifty little pot-plants, for instance, African 
violets (saint-psulias), pepcromias, philoden- 
drons, gesueras, achimencs, primulas of many 
kinds, tuberous-rooted begonias, gloxinias, 
and cyclamens arc generous propagators. 

leaves of those that can be 
raised in lhat way, or roots or corms, are 
always welcome. 

Rill the wise gardener re- 
serves special treasures like 
orchid back bulbs, paeony roots, 
and double hybrid fuchsia cuttings for those 
who know a good thing when they see it. 

Climbing plains — bignonias, wistarias, 
golden chalice vines, thunbergias, honey- 
suckles, akebias, bougainviMeas, clematis, 
jasmines— or clumpy one* — Oriental pop- 
pies, rudbeckias, chrysanthemums, anthemis, 
mirhaclmas daisies, delphinium^ perennial 
lupins — are. a few gems that may be Mruck 
from cuttings or divisions taken at this time. 

The nbrous-rootcd and bamboo begonias 
are popular for biting shady nooks or potting 
up lor the liuibbnusc. 

They are raised easily from root cuttings 
or pieces rut from mature stems. Cuttings, 
however, should be cut just below a node. 
Strike them in moist sand. 

Also good for a shady spot is the Oriental 
peppy (Papaver orientale), a large, bushy, 
hairy-leaved percnDial, blooming frnm Oc- 
tober to early December.
